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Anecdotes  of  Stephen  girard. 

Girard's  Liberality. — At  a period  when  the  hospital 
was  greatly  in  want  of  funds,  Mr.  Coates  undertook 
to  solicit  a donation  fron  Stephen  Girard.  He  waif 
proceeding  towards  his  compting-house  for  this  pur- 
pose, vvhen  he  met  Mr.  Girard  in  the  street,  and  in- 
timated to  him  the  request  of  the  managers  of  the 
hospital.  Mr.  Girard,  after  a patient  hearing,  desired 
Mr.  Coates  to  call  on  him  the  subsequent  morning, 
and  “ if  he  (Mr.  Coates,)  found  him  on  a right  footing, 
he  would  then  do  something  for  them.” 

The  following  morning,  Mr.  Coates  waited  on  Mr. 
Girard,  and  found  him  at  breakfast.  Mr.  Girard  in- 
vited him  to  partake  of  some,  to  which  Mr.  Coates  im- 
mediately assented  ; the  repast  being  ended,  Mr.  Coatis 
observed  that,  “ now  they  would  proceed  to  business.” 
“ Well,  what  have  you  come  for,  Samuel  ?”  inquired 
Mr.  Girard.  “ Any  thing  thee  pleases,  Stephen,”  re- 
plied Mr.  Coates. 

Mr.  G irard  signed  and  presented  a check  for  $200 
to  Mr.  Coates  ; which  the  latter  put  in  his  pocket,  with- 
out casting  a look  at  its  amount. 

“ What,  you  no  look  at  the  check,  I gave  you  ?”  ex- 
claimed Mr.  Girard.  “No,  beggars  must  not  be 
choosers,  Stephen,”  replied  Mr.  Coates.  “ Hand  me 
jack  the  check  again,  I gave  you,”  demanded  Mr,  Gi- 
•ard.  “ No,  no,  Stephen,  4 a "bird  in  the  hand  is  worth 
wo  in  the  bush,’  ” responded  Mr.  Coates. 

“ By  George  !”  exclaimed  Girard,  “you  have  caught 
ne  on  the  right  footing.” 

He  then  drew  a check  for  $500,  and  presented  it  to 
Vlr.  Coates,  observing  at  the  same  time,  “ Will  you 
iow  look  at  it  ?” 

“ Well,  to  please  thee,  Stephen,”  I will,  replied  Mr. 
'Oates.  “ Now  give  me  back  the  first  check  !”  deman- 
ed  Mr.  Giiard,  which  was  instantly  complied  with, 
y Mr.  Coates. 


When  the  Baptist  church  was  building  in  Sansom 
treet,  Doctor  Staughton  waited  upon  him,  in  behalf

of  the  congregation,  to  obtain  some  airl  towards  its 
erection.  Girard  received  him  as  he  did  all  others,  on 
similar  errands,  with  cold,  but  marked  courtesy;  anc 
without  hesitation,  presented  him  with  a check  for  five 
hundred  dollars.  Doctor  St  mght  in  received  it  with 
a low  bow,  expecting  a donation  of  at  least  one  thoi: 
sand  ; but  when  he  perused  it,  he  affected  the  greatesi 
astonishment.  “ Only  five  hundred  dollars,  Mr.  Girard  J 
surely  you  will  not  give  us  less  than  a thousand  dol 
lars.”  “ Let  me  see  the  check,  Mr.  Staughton,”  re-, 
plied  Girard — “ perhaps  I have  made  one  mistake  [ 
upon  which  the  Doctor  returned  him  the  check,  wherj 
Girard,  with  the  utmost  sang  froid,  cancelled  it  i ntt J 
fragments — observing,  “Well,  Mr.  Staughton,  if  yoij 
will  not  have  what  I give,  f will  give  nothing.”  Th<| 
Doctor  left  him,  overcome  with  chagrin  and  mortifi 
cation. 


Not  many  years  ago,  the  Episcopalian  Methodist 
contemplating  the  erection  of  a meeting-house,  Thol 
mas  Haskins,  a practical  merchant,  and  a near  neighl 
bour  of  Girard,  waited  upon  him  in  company  with 
committee,  to  obtain  a donation.  Mr.  Haskins  waj 
proceeding  in  a modest  strain  to  urge  their  claim  npo:[ 
his  liberality,  when  anticipating  their  wishes,  anrl  prej 
haps  desirous  of  saving  time,  Girard  suddenly  inteil 
rupted  him  in  his  harangue,  by  saying — “ Gentlemen! 
I approve  of  your  motives,  and  as  the  erection  of  sue, 
a building  will  tend  to  improve  that  quarter  of  till 
city,  I am  willing  to  assist  in  the  furtherance  of  you! 
object  and  immediate!)'  presented  them  with  a chec  j 
for  jive  hundred  dollars , by  the  aid  of  which,  in  con 
junction  with  other  subscription,  a substantial,  but  plai  I 
Methodist  church  was  erected.  Whether  this  ettemjj 
was  premature,  of  erecting  a meeting  so  far  west  :J 
Tenth  street,  or  whether  the  society  failed  to  pay  the 
debts,  and  the  tneeting-hou^e  was  sold,  it  is  not  no 
recollected  ; but  the  building  was  subsequently  purcha  i 
ed  by  the  Protestant  Episcopalians,  and  altered  into  tl 
gothic  style,  under  the  name  of  St.  Stephen’s  Churc 


A committee  from  the  now  congregation,  of  course, 
paid  a visit  to  Girard,  to  obtain,  as  they  expected,  a 
magnificent  subscription  calculating,  that  as  he  had 
*iven  five  hundred  dollars  towards  erecting  the  hum- 
ale  Methodist  chapel,  he  would  augment  his  subscrip- 
;ion  in  proportion  to  the  increased  grandeur  of  the 
design,  and  that  a gothic  cathedral  would  amplify  his 
iberality  according  to  the  extended  cost  of  their  under- 
aking.  Upon  this  theme,  therefore,  the  committee 
lilated  with  much  ferveur,  eloquence,  and  reason  ; to 
11  of  which  Girard  listened  in  silence,  with  becoming 
jravity  and  respect,  and  immediately  handed  them  a 
heck.  It  was  perused,  with  attention,  but  what  was 
heir  disappointment  to  discover  that  it  would  com- 
nand  but  the  paltry  sum  of  fve  hundred  dollars.  The 
ommittce  looked  upon  each  other  with  amazement; 
rid  having  consulted  together,  they  came  to  the  con- 
lusion,  that  Mr.  Girard  had  committed  some  mistake, 
y omitting  a cypher,  and  that  he  intended  to  fill  it  up 
tr  five  thousand  dollars.  I n order  to  soften  the  rebuke, 
tey  agreed  to  intimate  their  impressions  to  him  in  a 
tcuiar  manner,  which  they  did,  reminding  him  that 
e had  given  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  to  the 
oor  Methodists.  \\  ith  much  politeness,  they  ret  urned 
ie  check  to  Mr.  Giraixl  soliciting  him  to  make  it  for 
ve  thousand.  “ Ah, gentlemen,”  said  Girard,  “ what 
ou  say  ? I have  made  one  mistake;  let  me  see — I 
slieve  not — but  if  you  say  so,  I must  correct  it.”  Upon 
hich,  lie  instantly  destroyed  the  check — observing, 
I will  not  contribute  one  cent.  Your  society  is  wealthy, 
ie  Methodists  are  poor — but  I make  no  distinction  ; 
et  I cannot  please  you.”  After  a pause,  he  confin- 
ed— \ ou  remind  me,  gentlemen,  of  the  rich  man 
the  gospel.  He  would  not  be  content  with  the 
essings  which  attended  his  agricultural  toils,  but  was 
covetous,  that  on  a certain  season,  his  crops  were 
abundant,  that  his  granary  would  not  contain  them  ; 
ion  which  he  erected  new  building  for  that  purpose, 
stead  .if  ciistributing  the  surplus  tothe  suffering  poor, 
'ofit  by  his  fate,  gentlemen — I have  nothing  to  give 
l r your  magnificent  church.” 


It  was  the  practice  of  Girard,  when  he  had  made  a 
sale  of  merchandize,  always  to  attend  personally  to  the 
delivery  of  th6  goods,  in  order  to  be  assured  that  no 
over  weight  was  given,  or  too  liberal  a measure  granted, 
and  in  some  cases  to  see  what  advantages  might  be  se-  , 
cured  in  ihe  moment  of  consummating  the  bargain. 
There  was  no  stage  in  the  process  of  the  exchange,  of 
equivalents,  that  he  thought  might  not  present  oppor- 
tunities of  profit. 

On  one  of  those  occasions,  a merchant  who  had  pur- 
chased a large  quantity  of  hemp  of  Girard,  sent  a black 
man  to  superintend  the  weighing  and  loading  of  it. 
Girard  was  busy  himself  in  putting  it  upon  the  scales, 
but  a great  part  of  it  being  damaged,  the  negro  man 
watched  him  closely,  and  whenever  Girard  threw  on  a 
had  bundle  the  negro  would  carefully  throw  it  off.  But 
this,  Girard,  of  course,  would  not  submit  to,  and  would 
proceed  to  replace  it,  whilst  the  negro,  in  his  turn, 
would  as  quickly  fling  it  off ; until  losing  his  patience, 
he  commenced  cursing  the  negro,  and  declared  he 
should  not  touch  the  hemp,  at  the  risk  of  chastisement. 
But  Sambo,  nothing  intimidated  by  the  threats  of  the 
rich  French  merchant,  continued  to  look  after  his  mas- 
ter’s interest,  and  telling  Girard  that  if  he  ventured  to 
touch  him,  he  would  knock  his  other  eye  out  : Girard 
became  pacified,  and  seeing  the  determined  purpose  of 
the  man  no"  to  suffer  his  employer  to  be  wronged,  he 
became  reconciled  to  the  negro,  saying — “ Well  I be- 
lieve you  be  one  very  honest  fellow , but  you  no  be  one 
great  judge  of  de  hemp.'''1

As  it 
was  deemed  necccssary  to  repress  as  much  as  possible 
such  affairs  of  honor,  the  two  men  were  sentenced  to 
have  their  head  and  feet  tied  together,  and  to  lie  in 
that  condition  for  tvventyfour  hours,  without  either 
meat  or  drink.  This  punishment  was  begun  to  be 
inflicled  ; but  in  an  hour,  on  account  of  the  pain  they 
felt,  and  at  their  own  and  their  master's  request,  and 
promise  of  good  behavior,  t hey  were  released  by  Gover- 
nor Bradford,  who  relates  this  anecdote. 


The  Hal. — when  Marion’s  brigade  was  once  engaged 
in  battle,  captain  Gee  was  supposed  to  be  mortally 
wounded.  A hall  passed  through  the  cock  of  his  hat: 
very  much  tearing,  not  only  the  crown,  but  also  his 
head.  He  lay,  for  m«ny  hours,  insensible;  but,  sud- 
denly reviving,  his  first  inquiry  was  after  his  hat  j 
which  being  brought  to  him,  a friend  at  the  same  time 
lamenting  the  mangled  state  of  his  head,  he  exclaimed 
“ Oh,  I care  nothing  about  my  head  : time  and  the 
doctors  will  mend  that;  but  it  grieves  me  to  thinl 
that  the  rascals  have  ruined  my  new  hat  forever.”

An  Indian  Verdict. — John  Tatson,  an  Indian,  u 
native  of  Lyme,  in  Connecticut,  being  found  dead  on 
a winter’s  morning,  not  far  from  a tavern  where  he 
had  been  drinking  freely  of  spirituous  liquors  the 
evening  before,  the  Indians  immediately  assembled  a 
jury  of  their  own  tribe,  who  after  examining  the  body 
of  the  defunct,  unanimously  agreed — that  the  said 
Tatson’s  death  was  occasioned  by  the  freezing  of  a 
large  quantity  of  water  in  his  body,  that  had  been 
imprudently  mixed  with  the  rum  he  drank.” 


Female  Intrepidity. — When  the  war  of  extermination 
between  the  Indians  and  Kentuckians  was  at  its  height, 
those  who  inhabited  the  back  parts  of  the  states  of 
Kentucky,  were  obliged  to  have  their  houses  built 
very  strong,  with  loop-holes  all  around  ; and  doors i 
always  fastened,  so  as  to  repel  and  attack  from  the 
Indians.  While  Ihe  owner  of  one  of  these  domestic 
fortresses  was  with  his  slaves,  at  work  on  the  planta- 
tion, a negro  who  was  posted  near  the  house,  saw 
approaching  a party  of  Indians.

Long  and  hard  was' 
the  struggle,  for  as  in  the  case  of  Fitz  James  and 
Roderick  Dhu,  the  one  was  the  strongest  and  the  oth- 
more  expert,  hut  strength  this  ti-me  was  the  vict  r, 
for  they  fell,  the  Indian  below;  when  the  negro,  pla-l 
cing  his  knees  on  his  breast,  and  holding  his  hands! 
kept  him  in  that  position,  until  the  woman,  seizing  a| 
broad  axe,  and  taking  the  Indian  by  his  long  hair,  at  j 
ore  blow  severed  his  head  from  his  body.  The  negro, I 
then  seiz  ng  the  guns,  fired  them  at  the  other  Indians,# 
which  as  fast  as  discharged,  were  loaded  again  by  the 
planter’s  wife,  until  the  party  from  the  field  hearinjl 
the  firing,  arrived,  and  the  Indians  took  to  flight.
